She and the 
Emperor, her som, have written letters: of 
sympathy to the Czarina. 

St. Petersburg dispatenes say that there is

skill. Prof, Zacharin has been severely 
blamed by Prof. Leyden,jandit is assertea 
that should the Czar die it will be because 
proper treatment was not undertaken in 
time. 

The Czar has been subject to continua 
trembling and syacope. «Yesterday the con- 
dition of the Czar varied between drowsiness 
and eomparative cheerfulness. During one 
of the latter periods the Czar is said to have 
been left alone with the Csarowitz for an 
hour, and it is understood that during this 
interview the Emperor dictated a loving 
message of farewell to Russia, which will be 
issued upon his death. 

Dispatches say the marriage of the Czaro- 
witzand Princess Alix has mot yet taken 
place.

He 
reasoned with the crank and told him it was 
im possible to see the President at that hour. 
Roeder was finally persuaded to go away. 

The crank is a man of middle age and was 
well dressed, He is of wiry :build and talks 
nervously. That President Cleveland is not 
surrounded by a throng of private detectives 
is shown by this: episode. It Bas been re- 
ported thata body guard accompanied Mr 


Cleveland but none of the officers were in 
evidence to-day when they were needea. Dr. 
Bryant said this mor ais that President 
Cleveland would remain at his home until 8 
o’clock this afternoon when ae will leave for 
Washington. The Doctor said he did not 
know whether or not Mr. Cleveland would 
return to New York to register.

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BY AN EARTHQUAKE. 


Three Thousand Houses Destroyed and 
260 Lives Lost in Japan. 


Yououama, Oct. 25.—Three thousand houses 
have been destroyed by a succession of vio- 
lent earthquakes. As far as known 260 lives 
have been lost anda large number of people 
have been injured. 

In the earthquake shocks of 1892, nearly 
4,000 persons were Killed and fully as large a 
number injured, The shocks began Oct. 28 


and continued up to Nov. 5. Over 40,000 
houses were destroyed. It is estimated that 
there were 6,600 distinct shoeks within the 
dates name@. The town of Gifu, om the To- 
kaido Rallway, witha population of 15,000, 
was almost entirely destroyed. Thirty-five 
hundred out of a total of 4,400 houses in the 
town were overthrown or burned. Seven 
hundred and forty-five people were Killed in 
the town of Kano, where 600 houses — 
overthrown. One hundred ople were 
killed in the town of Osaki and 38,500 houses 
were overthrown. Two thousand houses 
burned and 700 people were killed in another 
place.

It was announced on Sept. 28 that Field 
Marshal Count Oyama had salled from Hiroe 
shima with the Second Japanese squadron, 
Since then it has been repeatediy asserted 
that the Japanese had effected a landing 
near Port Arthur and it has been stated that 
a report was current that this important 
place has been captured by the Japanese. 

On the other hand, the Japanese have sev¥- 
eraltimes been reported as having crossed 
the Yalu River, and alsoas having been re- 
pulsed. For instance, on Oct. 9a Shanghai 
dispatch stated that Field Marshal Oyama 
had crossed the Yalu River, and the last time. 
he was reported to have been repulsed was 
on Oct. 28, when it was asserted that both 
sides lost 8,000 men in the engagement, which 
resulted in the Japanese being driven south- 
ward. 

If the Japanese have deen so uniformly 
suceessful in their operations against the 
Chinese it is aifficalt to understand how they 
have so many of their soldiers wounded and 
already sent to the rear. 

A dis pate from Mulpo on Oct. u, an- 
nounced that 1,800 wotinded Japanese had 
arrived there, asserted that there were a 
large number of wounded Japanese at Seoul 
and stated that 2, 100 soldiers of Japan had 
already been sent back to that country. 
Supposing the ‘‘large number’’ to mean 
another 2,000 wounded, this would show that 
the whereabouts of about 6,000 wounded are 
already known at Chemulpo, and it is safe to 
assume that this number does not include 
those who wers engaged in the recent figtts 
said to have occurred about the Yalu River.

THE NEW BODY. 


The States Whese Legisiatures Are to 

Those Senmaters This Winter—New 
Members Whe Have Already Taken 
the Oath of Office—Speculation on the 
Outloek at Washington—Netes of the 
National Capital. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Oct. 2%.—The election 


of United States Senators to succeed sen - 
ators whose terms expire the 4th of next 
Marchis attracting much attention in po- 
litical eircles in Washington. Except inthe 
cases where Senators have already been 
chosen for the term beginning onthe 4th of 
March next, the Legislatures which are to 
meet next winter will perform this service. 
Barring unusual circumstances, there will be 
thirty-three Senators to be sworn in orn the 
éth of March, including those who will suc- 
ceed the thirty whose terms expire on that 
Gate, and one each from the States 
which failed to elect when they should have 
done 60, in aecordanee with law, two years 
ago. Of these, six Senators have already 
been swornin, viz.: Donelson Caffery of 
Lovisiana to succeed himself, John H. Gear 
of Iowa to succeed James F. Wilson, Wm. 
Lindsay to succeed himself, T. W. Martin of 
Virginia to succeed Eppa Hunton, G. P. Wet- 
more of Rhode Island to succeed N. F. 
Dixon, E. ©. Walthall of Mississipp{ to suc- 
ceed himself. | ä 

In the case of Senntor Walthall, he had 
been elected to the term beginning in 1895, 
when he resigned from the Senate last ses- 
sion and was succeeded by Hon. A. J. Me- 
Laurin. He did not state his intentions with 
reference to the new term, ana it is not 
known here whether he will resume his seat 
in °95 or again tender a resignation to cover 
that term. 

In none of the above instances has there 
been a change in politics. Ofthe remaining 
twenty-four Senators of the regular list 
whose terms expire in 1895, Berry of Arkan- 
sas, Butler of South Carolina, Camden ef 
West Virginia, Coke of Texas, Harris of Ten- 
riessee, Martin of Kansas, McPherson of New 
Jersey, Morgan of Alabama, Ransom of 
North Carolina, and Walsh of Georgia (ten) 
are Democrats; and Carey of Wyoming, 
Chandler of New Hampshire, Cullom of IIII- 
nols, Dolph of Oregon, Frye of Maine, Hig- 
gins of Delaware, Hoar of Massachusetts, 
Manderson of Nebraska, Me ilan of Mich- 
Jan, Pettigrew of South Dakota, Power of 
Montana, Shoup of Idaho, Washburn of Min- 
nesota, anc Wolcott of Colorado (fourteen) 
are Republicans. 

The terms of none of the Popwhst Senators 
Will expire in 1895. Senators Coke and Me- 
Pherson have announced that ey will not 
stand as candidates for re-election. 

Owing to the failure to elect in 1898 and to 
the fact that the terms of Senators Carey and 
Power expire in 1845, Wyoming and Montana 
will each elect two Senators this winter, and 
owingtoa like failure to elect in Wasnhing- 
ton, that State will elect one, though his 
term and that of the senator from eachof the 
other twoStates who should have been elected 
in 1893, will eovergonly four years. The frst 
election of Utah can not occur until Novem- 
ber of next year, so that the election of Sen- 
ators from that scon-to-be State cannot take 
place before the following winter. 


Fuste of Vice- Presidents. 


Wasnixcron, D. C., Oct. 25,—By the tims 
the Senate reconvenes next December there 
will probably be an addition of the bust: of 
four Vice-Presidents placed in the niches 


around the gallery of the Senate chamber re- 
served fortiiis purpose. The four dusts in- 
clude those of Vice-Presidjent Stevemson, 
Aaron Burr, George M. Dallas and Kibridge 
Gerry. ine Stevenson bust is the most re- 
cently executed of the lot and will be put in 
place as was done inthe case of Vice-Presi- 
dent Morton, before hisretirement from office. 
The bust was executed in Rome and was 
highly praised by those who have inspected 
it in the office of the supervising Architect of 
the capitol. When these busts shall be 
placed the list will be complete except in the 
cases of Danic! lompkins, Martin Van Buren, 
John C. Calhoun, Richard M. Jonson, John 
Tyler, Millard Fillmore, W. R. King, John C. 
Breckinridge, Andrew Johnson and Schuyler 
Colfax. The vusts are provided under an act 
of Congress in 1886, which limits the cost to

Indian Land:. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 26.— The Supreme 
Court has under consideration a case involv- 
ing the interest of the Delaware Indians to 

he money arising from the sale of the lands 


lying west of the 96th degree of longitude re- 
cently sold to the United States by the Ohero- 
kees. The present case is that of the Chero- 
kee Nation vs. the principal chief of the 
Delawares, Charies Jones Neyoki by name. 
It is nominally for a certain pro rata propor- 
tion of the proceeds from certain, grazing 
lands claimed to be due the Delawares 
from the Cherokees, but the ad- 
judication of this point Will determine 
one way or the other the validity of the 
claims of the Delawares to as interest in the 
proceeds of the Western lands. if the case 
should be decided favorably to the Dela- 
wares, itisciaimed by their attorneys that 
sueh a decision would make clear their right 
to one-fifth of the proceeds of the sale of the 
Cherokee lands, amounting to $1,660,000, 
which has been withheld from judgment to 
the Uherokees pending the detefmination of 
the claim. The claim has been argued in the 
Supreme Court and the decision may be ex- 
pected within the next few weeks.

in Indiana. 

J. Milton Turner, a colored orator, who 
has gained notoriety in recent years inthe 
Western States with his Democratic 
speeches, was brought here toaddress the 


colored people of Indianapolis at the Yellow 
Briage over the canal, This is a colored 
people's locality, and ih 1891 a couple of col- 
ored Democratic orators were mobbed and 
nearly killed there. Turner was greeted by 
an immense crowd of colored citizens. 
He began witha diatribe againat ex-Presi- 
dent Harrisen. The displeasure of the audi- 
ence at once burst forth, and a rush was 
made for the stand. Turner was dragged 
down and pounded in spite of the squad of 
police present. Heads were clubbed, but the 
negroes could not be driven off the man. 
Finally he was dragged ost and made a break 
forthe city under guard of the police. In 
spite of this the enemies of Turner chased 
him six bioeks and came near killing him. 
The other riot occurred at Agnes aad Mor- 
ris streets, On the south ide, where Allen 
Jennings, the Populist,” invaded a Demo- 
cratic community. The Democrats listenéa 
to Jennings untiihe had heaped fire upon 
the head of Congressmen Bynum. Then, at 
a signal, a shower of eggs, stones and pota- 
toes was rainedon him. He escaped from 
the fury of his — with little damage 
othing. A number of heads 
were cracked by the stones, and one little 
girl near the speakers’ stand was badly cut 
over the eye.

Meeting of the State Board of Health 
at the Southern. 


D. E. c. WILLIAMS OF CLIFTON HILL, 
MO., CHARGED WITH MALPRACTICE. 


Tae Prineipal Witness Against Him Is 
Dre W. D. West—The Charges Has Been 
ignored by a Grand:Jury~—The Secre- 
tary’s Report. 


The State Board of Health met in quarterly 
session at the Southern Hotel. The most im- 
portant Dusiness before the board was the 
trial ot Dr. N. O, Williams of Clifton Hill. 
Mo., on a charge of malpractice, 

There were present Dr. F. J. Luts of St. 
Louis, Chairman, Drs. W. B. King, Seeretary, 
and Thomas H. Hadsen of Kansas City; 
and Drs. Albert Merr ni and Paul Paquin of 
St. Louis. 

The Secretary's report showed that eighty- 
three certificates were issued in the quarter 
ending Sept. 80, twenty-four to &t. Louis 
physicians, eleven to 8t. Louis mid wives, 
four duplicates and forty-one to 
physicians and three to midwives 
in other parts of the State, 
Six certificates were refused, the accom- 
panying diplomas not Deing recognized. 
Three other applicants were refused for per- 
sonal reasons. The American Medical Col- 
lege of St. Louis was recognized by the 
board, all the requirements having been 
complied with. 

Small-pox was discovered on Juiy 18, at 
Mountain 8 Wright Co. Acting on the 
advice 0 the board, the County 
Court of. Wright County appointed 
a local board of health to 
take charge of quarantine, vaccination, 
isolation and other precautionary measures, 
On Aug. 8 Mayor C. M. Mitchell of Mountain 
Grove wrote that ali the cases were con- 
valescent.

PARIS COLLISION. 


—_— 


No Traces of the Bark Run Down by 
the Steamship. 


SOUTHHAMPTON, Oct. 25.—The collision be- 
tween the American Line steamship Paris, 
Capt. Watkins, which arrived here last nicht 
from New York, and an unknown ship which 
sauk soon afterwards, is the subject of an in- 
veftigation here upon the part of the agents 
of the line. 

According to first reports the collision took 
place between 1:30 and2a.m. Wednesday 
during thick weather ,accompanied by heavy 
rain, Assoonafterthe collision as possible 
the Paris was put aboutand asearch was 


made forthe ship which, although sighted 
for a moment, disappeared before a life- 
beat coula be lowered, and nothing more 
was seen of it although the Paris 
searched for the ship untii daylight. The 
liner was eventually compelled to proceed 
fur this port without having sighted he 
wrecked vessel again or having saved an 
of the crew of the unknown Vessel, whie 
is supposed to have foundered soon after the 
collision. 

The Paris was little injured. When she ar- 
rived here it was reported that the vessel 
with which the Paris coliided showed signals 
of distress after the collision, that screams 
were heard aboard of her, and that she dis- 

layed a white light about three minutes be- 

ore the collision. 

It was added, however, that no red or 
green lightwas visible untliafter the steamer 
struck the unknown ship. The Paris landed 
her passengers here, some of whom were 
seen previous to their departure for London 
on the train. They joined in saying that the 
shock of the collision was s0 light that 
they did not know of the accident until 
next day. But one or two passengers 
were awakened by the collision and went on 
deck. Some of the crew of the Paris say that 
the Dark was cut cleanin two, and this is 
probably correct, as both sides of the bow of 
the Paris for tbirty-five feet show signs of 
scraping. In adaition one of her port holes 
has been driven in. 

The sallors of the Paris add that the steam- 
ship was stopped immediately after the eol - 
lision, and that she returned to the vicinity 
of the spot where the accideat occurred. 

The sailors of,the American liner agree 
with the passengers that there was consider. 
able delay in getting the searck light 
of the Paris in working Order. In fact they 
assert that nearly an hour elapsed before 
this ight could be thrown upon the water 
in search of the wreck. 

The man on the look-out who sighted the 
white light ahead thinks that only two 
minutes ela between sighting the bark 
and the collision, and that it was impossible 
for the steamship to sheer of in time to 
d the disaster.
